Mathew’'s Gcspel closes with these words, ‘And Jesns came and spake 





unto them, saying, All power is given unto me in Heaven and in earth. 
Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name ot the 
Father, andthe Son, and ofthe Holy (ihost: teaching them toobserve all 
things whatsoever | havecommanded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.”’) This command is plain. It is self ex- 
planatory. We need no great exegets tn teach us itsmeaning. We neetl 
simply to obey it. Jesus prefaced this command by saying: “all power 
is given unto me in Heaven and in earth’ If the children of God could 
only appreciate the authority with which Jesus spoke, his command would 
impress us more and our missionary efforts; our missionary gifts; and 
our missionary operations, or agencies, would assume much larger pro- 
portions. Jesus follows the command by the precious promise to be with 
us “even unto the end of the workl." With the authority of Jesus, bind- 
ing us and his promise comforting and sustaining us, surely we should 
obey the command with pleasure. 

The very last words of our Savior were: “But ye shall receive power 
after that the Holy Ghost is come upon yuu (refering to the comiog of 
the Holy Spirit at Pentecost) and ye shall be witn:ases unto me, both in 
Jerusalem, and in Judea, and in Samaria and unto the uttermost parts of 
the earth, Act 1:8. The primary and fundamental idea of missions is to 
give the gospel to those who have it not. ' 

Ths methods of bringing the gospel to the attention of the lost are such 
as human wisdom suggests. The methods in the home land are the 
Preached, or spoken word, and the distribution of Christian licerature. 
Im the foreign land they are the preached word, the distribution of Chris- 
> literature, Christian schools, Christian hospitals, Christian physi- 

ms or medical missionaries, and personal work among the women by 
woman missionares. These methods are such as appeal to the judgment 


of those in closest touch with the work. Our missionaries every where 
report an open door, a

Report on Sunday Schools 
- - Selo. Co 


The minutes of the last Southern Baptist Convention reporting the 
year's work ending April 30, 1913, shows that there are in the Convention 
territory 16,300 Sunday Schools with an enrolled membership of one mil- 
lion and a half. This seems like an enormous enrollment ani it is a great 
and noble army Any man, however wise or wealthy, might consider it 
an honor to bein this company. But like the shepherd who counted his 
sheep at nightfall, we must not congratulate ourselves with the number 
on the inside but concern ourselves with the number on the outside who 
ought to be on the inside. So. it is with regret that we report, that in 
the Convention territory, 8000 churches, in round numbers, have no Sun- 
day Schools, and a million members of our churches are missing from the 
enrollment. We have a million more church members reported than we 
bave Sunday School pupils. 

There are 11,000 so-called Missionary Baptist Churches in the Con- 
vention territory, which for years have given nothing for the spread of 
the gospel. They report in their church letters, Home Missions, nothing; 


to “pray for us that we may hold out faithful to the end.” 
doubtless, a vital connection between the 8,000 without Sunday 
and the 11,000 o-missionary churches. 

Coming to cur own state, Mississippi has 562 churches w 
sshools out of 1470 churches; Tunnessve has 586 out ef 1750 ch 
Georgia has 683 out of 2400 churches; Alabama has 728 out of 
churches. So, Mississippi is behind her sister states in general 
School conditions. Coming still nearer home, we find trom the 
letters that our Association has four churches reporting no Sunday 
This means tour churches thatin no way definitely seek to promote Biba 
study. One school reports that they use Unroy.literature We are so 
of this and recummend that they use the literature of our Baptist Sun 
School Board in Nashville, else use none at all but take the New — 
ment étraight in the gool old-fashioned way. ! 

There are 22 s.ho ls reported this year, show an enrollment of 1 
pupils and 128 teachers. This is agsiast last year's report of 1200 p 
and 107 teachers Baptism; this year from the Sunday Schouls, 131,

State Board is urging a vigerous campaign of crganization and enroll- 
ment for Sunday Schoo!s, An effort is being made to Organize a Baptist 
Sunday School Convention in each Association Our Board has two work. 
ers, Bro. Byrd and Bro. Holeomb, «We recommend (1) that a Sunday 
Schoo! Committee be appointet to co-operate with these brethren. Also, 
we recommend that the churches of this Association send messengers to 
our Baptist State Sunday School Convention, which mvets the last week 
in March at Durant, Miss. (2) That the churches in our Association hav- 
ing no schools organize at once, getting the literature from the Sunday 
School Board in Nashville Organize with one class in someone's home 
rather than have it said of your church that yor cannot maintain a service 
for the study of the word of God. Let's come up to the Associ+tion next 
year with a unanimous report on Sunday Schools. (3) Thata campaign 
be waged this fallior attendance and that emphasis be put upon adults. 
Let the deacons of the churches awake to their responsibility in directing 
the affairs of the kingdom and get busy in this matter. A halfdczen earnest 
deacons can revolutionize the Sunday School conditions in any Baptist 
Church in the land. May the Lord lead them to see their opportunity to 
advance the interests of the church, whose servants they are, through 
the agency of the Suaday School. (4), That the teachers and officers in 
all our schools persue the study of the Sunday School Board's Normal 
Course. Wherever the workers of a school have become students of this 
course the school has taken on new life. We can't do better ‘till we know 

better. These books tell how to do better and make the way very plain 
About 25000 teachers in the Southern Convention territory hold the 
Diploma issued for this work by the Sunday School Board. This should 
rege us; it indicates that we have made at least a beginning in train- 
our Sunday Sch».1 forces. No other denomination in North Americe, 
has balfas many Diploma holders as Southern Baptisis have. This is 
latgely due to the money and men the Sunday School Board and the 
State Boards of our various states putinte this work every year. Our 
Mississippi S.ate Boird has kept Bro. Byrd in the field for the last ten 
years; recently they have given him an assistant, the two of them cannot 
er half the calls. Ho-vever, they will send literature anil give intor-

11 we are to hold this prestige and benefit by the advantage 
which it brings, we must put forth new efforts as the years go by, Edu- 
cation, religious or secular, whether gained in the schools or by unaided ;

A trained mind and soul and hand are necessary to the highest efficiency 
of human life. An unedocated man, when brought into competition with 
an educated man, finds himself at a disadvantage in the contest for mas- 
tery.

Mississippi College, for men at Clinton, Miss., The Woman's College, 
tor women at Hattiesburg, Miss, and Clerk Memorial College for men 
and women at Newton, Miss., are owned and controlled by Mississippi Z 
Baptists through our Baptist state Convention.

Article 1. The Association shall be called the Oxford Baptist Asso- 
elation, which shall meet Annually. The object of this Union shall be to 
cultivate fraternal intercourse and love between the churches composing 
this body, and unite in their efforts in the great work of advancing the 
Redeemer's Kingdom. In the prosecution of these cbjects, the dissemina- 
tion of the gospel by missionary operations, both home and abroad, shall 
receive their encouragement, fostering care and support. It shall be the 
aims of this Association to promote the cause of Sabbath Schools also the 
interest of general education, and more especially the education of the 
ministry Al! Christian and charitable enterprises shall receive their on- 
couragement, among which the support of superamnuated and wornout 
ministers will receive sprcia! attention. 

Article 2 Each church belonging to this Association shall be entitled 
to three representatives until the number of members reaches twenty-five, 
and one delegate fur every twenty-five; provided, in no case shall any 
ehureh have more than ei sht delegates. 

Article 3. The delegates present representing churches shall, during 
the session, present their letters of correspondence, which must state 
their appointment, together with their number of members in fellowship,

Article 7. Membership in this Association shall be essential to eligi- 
bility to any office within the body 

Article 8. This Association shall have no power to adopt rules or 
institute proceedings that shall infringe upon the independence or rights 
of churches; but it may, when requested by « church in its letter or cor- 
respondence, and not otherwise, give advice in such body, and it may 
separate from such churches as are known to walk disorderly.

D. C., John Wanamaker'’s in Philade!phia, B. P. Jacobs’ in Chicago, but 
you could cqumtall of them on your fingers. Today we have Sunday 
Schools with anaverage attendance of 1600 ih many of our Southern 
Cities; Hke, Riehmond, Va., Atlanta, Ga.. Birmingham, Ala , Mayfield, 
Ky.. && Louis, Mo. Dallas and Fort Worth, Texas. Taking the South. 
ern Baptist Convention as a whole we may saefiy say that there are 100 
schools in Baptist churches with an average attendance cf over 500, and 
engolimetits of 1000and upward. And, coming to the smaller towns, we 
can say that there are several handred with enrollments of 500 and aver- 
age attendance of one half that many. ‘ 

What ig the reason for this growth In big Sunday Schools? ‘The first 
reason we suggest is that for some years back we have been pushing the 
Adult Class work. The growth in numbers is due to the Jarge attendance 
ef grown fotks; it has never been hard to get children to Sunday School, 
where their patents have not steed in the way: so, since parents have he- 
gun coming, schools benefit by the attendance of both parents and chil- 
dren. Some one asked Mr. B. F. Jaonbs how to keep boys and girls in 
Sunday School; he said there was just one wav, to build a-wall of fathers 
and mothers between them and the door. A boy under 12 will do what 
his mother says do, but after 12.he does lika hia father and bie brothers 
do. So we must aim at the parents, and when we get them we will get 
the children and keep them. 

Our Sunday School Board in Nashville has a full line of free literature 
on Adult Classes; amybedy can get all they want by dropping the Board 
® postal card asking for it We especially recommend the plans for 
BEREAN Classes for Young Men: FIDELIS Classes for Young Women 
and the Convention Adult Classes for older Men and Womett: *Teachers 
of these classes ought to get the literature and organize according to the 
suggestions laid down. 

Up to August 31, 1915 the Sanday School Boird revorts 1404 Adult 
Classes enrolled with them, and « membership of 39,995. We recommend 
that the Adult Classes in the Schools of this Association enroll’ with the 
Board at Nashville and secure the literature which the Board will send 
them. t ensts nothing to do either. ¥ = 

Another great reason tor the growth of big Sunday Schools, especial- 
ly jm our townednd cities, ts the fact that our e@icagsiand teachers are 
studying the werk; they are taking the’ Normat Oeurse oflered by the 
Sunday Schoot Beart. They ase learning hew. We. need not expect 
improvement thagy Sunday School unless somebody in it studies the 
work and gets some plan for making it better.. No one can do better 
until headmows better, Our people are waking wpin this country to bet - 
ter metho4s of living and making a living. T see” cattle-tick eradicators 
and silos being built, an@ tead-in alasoat every magazine about some im- 
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proved method in business. Folks go to fairs, conventions and ineti- 
tutes to learn. better methods, so as to make more to live on and live 
with, and this is right. We are glad thatthe same spirit is seen in the 
Lord's work; church folks are studying and learning a8 gover before; 
they are finding out better how to organize and teach the Bible in the 
Sunday School, and how to win the aneonverted to Christ and to train 
them in His service in the world. 

The Sunday School Board reports a total of 30,690 officers and teach- 
ers who have received Diplomas for the study of «ur Normal Course. 
We thank God for so many, and count this as 4 fairly good start; at least, 
since 10 years ago we did not have any; in the next 10 years we hope to 
push this splendid work into every nook and corner of our state and the 
other states in the Convention until every county and village church, as 
well as the town ecburebes, will bave teachers who have studied and 
trained themselves for their work. ' ' 

In the State of Mississippi there are 2511 holding these Diplomas. — 
These books have been put into the courses at Blue Mountain, Clinton 
and Hattiesburg schovls, so that Baptists boys and girls will get them 
while in our Baptist schools, and go home from school ready for the first 
eall to service that comes to them, which is generally to teach a Sunday 
School class. , 

We recommend that the delegstes to this Association go home and 
push the organization of the Adult Classes and the study of these Normal — 
Course Text books; getting their supplies trom the Sunday School Board

Your committee has always believed that a woman should write the 
report on “* Woman's Work.’”’ Your committee is. heartily fn sympathy 
with the way Christigp»women are doing their work.

jor the women keeping constantly at their beels. 

But giving, as important as that is, fs not everything in Christian 
service. The women are the best prayer meeting goers. If It were not 
for the women in some of the churches, the prayer meeting would be a 
failure, so far as attendance Is concerned. Not only this, but the live, 
wideawake women, are the most enthusiastic Sunday School workers. 
They are usually more punctual as Sunday School teachers. In many 
churehes they are the aggressive force. 

In many of the churches, the women are observing more carefully 
the various special programs for special days They seem to feel that it 
is proper and right to carry out the requests of the different departments: 
of our work. Upon the whole, they are more faithful than men in all 
Christian work. 

In considering the financial feature of their work, it is to say that 
they do far more, for their financial ability, {han the men. they con- 
trolled as much money as the men cf the Southern Baptist Convention’ 
all current expenses for this year would be root, and all debts wiped out, 
and there would be a surplus in the treasury of all our Boards. This is 
not an extravagant statement, in view of the facts in the case. 

The Baptist women of Mississippi raided last convention year, name- 
ly, trom Nov. Ist, 1918. to Noy Ist, 1914, for all purposes $60,454.53. 
This is nearly 33 per cent increase over the preceeding year. Our women 
control only an infinitesimal part of the wealth of Mississippi Baptists. 
The amount raised by them being a very large per cent of the total. 
amount raised by Mississippi Baptists, shows that; they are more liberal 
witb their money than the men. 

It was a woman that broke the precious box of costly ointment and 
anointed the Master's head, without considering its value But some of 
the disciples standing by. pretested against what they considered a waste 
Bat Jesus commended the act, and declared that this act of dis'nterested 
love should be known throughout the world, wherever the gospel should 
be preached 

The pastor has no better accessory than a live, up-to-date W. M. U, 
ora woman's organization by any other name. I am no stickler for a 
name. Our independence, as Baptists guatantee to our women the right 
to organize under any name they may see proper to use; however, we 
think it best. for the sakeof uniformity and co-operation, for all women's 
societies to be orfranized according to the printed instructions furnished 
by the Woman's State Central Committee, and be kawwt by the name of 
the W. M. U, and yet, if our wamen do not care todo that. let them in 
some way get together, and do some concerted werk for the advancement 
of the Kingdom.

It is not the purpose of this report to..arngue the question of the duty 
of the Baptists to educate their children or to furnish all educational facili- 
ties. in the way of goed sehools for others as well as themselves... It is 
the purpose of this repert however te lay special stress on our duty to 
educate our children under distinetly Christian influence by consecrated 
Christian men and women. The temptation to Baptists, and. all other 

rist'an parents, is to patronize state scheols because they are eheaper 
The eurse of the age is the love of money, and because of it, to value 
things in dollars and cents. 

There are some things, such as integrity, virtue, bealth of body, a 
sound mind, a Christian home, ete, that are too valuable to be measured 
in silver and gold. The religions teaching and Christian i’ fluence of 
Godly men and women should be pat down among the priceless things. 

The intellectual and morel atmosphere of college life affeets the mind 
and spirit of the student and ean no more be eradicated from his or her 
being after leaving college than parental influence ean be eradicated after 
leaving the home. 

If the air we breathe, and the food weeat, affects the health of our 
bodies, then just as surely does the intellectual moral and spiritual atmos- 
phere of college life affect the mind and sou! of the student, not for the 
time being only but permanently. 

Mathematics, English, Science, ete.. can be taught in a state school 
lust as well asin a denominational school, and in most instances for less 

onew to thewatron, at the state school cannot, and does aot propose 
te furnish. that Christian teaching and influence which sbould be the 
most valuable part of education to the Christian. 

Christian edneation may be defined as education in a distinctly Chris- 
tian and spiritual atmosphere where the word of God affects and controls 
the thinking, conduct, and teaching ef the faculty. This ean be had in 
denominational schools only 

Edneation in intellectual and schollarly atmosphere only should not 
be considered education in the highest and best sense to the Christian 


parent or student.

. Report on Missions 


o 


We recognize the command of our Lord to preach the Gospel to every 
creature. This is our business as Christians “If ye love me ye will 
keep my commands,"’ said our Saviour, and His last and all-inclusive 
command is to spread the good news of His love. This is the first and 
sole business of a Baptist church. Our Lord did not go into details as to 
the method of doing this; he simply laid down the command and prom- 
ised us power and guidance in fulfilling it. 

As Southern Baptists, our efforts to carry out this command has led 
us to plan three lines, or three departments of Mission work. Likea 
farmer lays off his fields in divisions for convenience sake, we divide our 
Mission work for conyenience and effectiveness. 

Our division argthese: State Missions, for work in Mississippi, with 
headquarters at Jackson, and with Bro. J. B. Lawrence at the head of it; 
Home Missions, with headquarters at Atlanta, and with Bro B. D. Gray 
at the head of it: Foreign Missions, with headquarters at Richmond, V+., 
and with Bro. J. F. Love at the head of it 

The money we give for Missions is spent as wisely as possible by 
these brethren and their helpers who make up what we know as our Mis- 
sion Boards. Out ofevery dollar given for Missions, 90 cents gets to the 
Missionary and his field. These brethren plan well, and our Missions 
business. aggregating more than a million dollars year for Home and 
Foreign alone, costs only about 10 per cent to carry it on. There was nev- 
er a falser statement, a balder lie, than the one made by the enemy of Mis- 
sions, to the effect that “it takes a dollar to send a dollar." Any Baptist 
who is willing sv look at the minutes of the Southern Baptist Con vention 
each year can see the financial statements of our Boards and know where 
the money was sent, how many Missionares it suppagied and how many 
converts, chureh members, schools and hospitals it maintained. 

Last year the Convention raised $600,000 for Foreign and $400 000 for 
Home Missions. jt supported over 300 Foreign Missionaries and 1600 
Home Missionaries. 

The salary of a Foreign Missionary is $600 per year, and no honest 
man today will claim tht it is too much, since they have no other sup- 
port. Mississippi is represented upon the Foreign Mission Board by Bro. 
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(15) 
I. P. Trotter of Grenada, and by Bro. W. A. Borum of Jackson. 

For 25 cents per year, anyone can get each month a copy of the For- 
eign Mission Journal from Richmond and the Heme Field of Atlanta. 
These Magazines give the up-to-date news about the work, names of the 
Missionaries and tables of figures showing money received and paid out. 
There is te excuse for any Baptist to be ignorant of the facts about our 
Mission Boards 

For 25 cents, the Forvign Mission Board will send a copy of its ‘‘Mis- 
sionary Album" containing the pictures of the heroes who have gone 
from us to the lands of heathen darkness. Each picture has the Mission- 
ary's name and the state from which he went out. We ought ty have this 
Album in every home and teach our ebildren about the Missionaries from 
cur own state, at least. 

These splendid men and women have left home and friends and gone 
far away into the needy places of the earth for Jesus’ sake. They are de- 
pending upon us at home to support them with our prayers and our dol- 
lars. If we know about them and thelr work, we cannot help but love 
them and love Jesus more because we oan have a part in their support and 
work for Him :

New Yor’'s drink money would pay the teachers of all the schools 
and colleges in the United States, and leave a nice balance om hand. She 
has 1.240 churches and 2,400 pastors, against 10,489 saloons, and 382 000 
saloon keepers.”

' minietry AN Christian and charitable enterprises shall receive their en- 


eouragement. emong which the support of superannusted and wernont 


i ministers will receive «necial attention. 5 
: Article 2. Each church belonging to this Agsoctation shall be entiiled 
to three representatives ontil the number of members reaches twenty-five, 
and one delegate for every twenty-five: previded, in no case shall ony 
church have more than eight delegates, 

Article 3) The delegates present representing churches shall, during 
the eceasion, present their letters of eorresnondence, «hich must state 
theit appointment, together with their number of members in fellowship, 
the number baptized, received by letter, restored. Aiamissed by letter. ex- 
eluded and died during the vear. 

Article 4 Anv church of this Acsoctation failing to represent herself

Article 5S. Other churches approving our‘Articles of Faith, and de-

. Article 6 This Association shall have a Moderator, Treasurer and 

" lerk, who shall be chosen by bellot at each annual meeting as soon AS 
letters from the churches are real and the delegatesenrolled. A ma- 
jority of the votes cast being necessary to an election. 

Article 7. Membership in this Association shaltBe essential to eligi- 
bility to any office within the body 

Article 8. UDhis Association’shall have no power to adopt rules or 
institute proceedings that sivall infringe upon the Independence or rights 
of churches; bat it may. when requested by a church in Its letter or cor. 
respondenes, and not otherwise, give advice in «auch body, and it may 
separate from such churches azare known to walk disorderly. 
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\rticle 9. This Association may correspond by letter or messenger 
with other representative bodies of the Baptist denomination 


Article 10. This Association shall, at its annual meetings, appoint an 
Executive Board, composed of as many members as there shall be eharches 
represented, with five additional members living in the same vielnity, any 
five of whom shall constitute ® quorum. Kach church shall have the 
privilege of nominating its own member of the Board. Said Board shall 
elect its own officers and shall have’ power to transact the business of the 
Assooiation when the Associatjon is pot in session, and for this purpose 
meet as often as the Chairman shall deem necessary An annual report 
of the proceedings of the Board shall be made to the Association. 


Article 11. The Constitution may be altered or amended at any regular 
meeting by a majority of two-thirds of the members present, provided 
the proposition to change be made at a previous meeting.

Article 8 The appellation, **Brother” shall be used in our addresses. 

Article 9. No member shall be Stlowed to speak more than twice on 
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the same subject without leave of the Association, nor morte than once 
until ali bave bad an opportunity of speaking. 

Article 10. No member shall be at liberty to absent himself during 
hours of business without leave from the Moderator. 

Article 11. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a correct record 
of the proceedings of the Association and submit the same for correc tion 
of the Asseciation at, the close of each session, and tu preserve & file of 
the proceedings of the body. 

Article 12. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all moneys 
received for Associational purposes and pay them over by order of the 
body

One wing has been completed 
a0d in operation for several years Wren this hospital was opened it had a dem 
ef more than ore hundred thousand dollars henging over it 

The profits of the pay department of this Hospital will take care of this 
debt, and it is not the purpose of the Trustees to ever ask the denomination 
for a single cent to help pay off thes debt. but the Hospital is crowded to 
overflowing so that there is an immediate need ot another wing of the same 
size and Capacity as the one already built Our Heavenly Father has given 
us favor with the people so that they are cOming (ous in great numbers for 
care and treatment. This seems tc be a challenge to us to do larger things 
Will we rise in our strength and loyalty to Christ and meet the challenge 

The Baptists of Memphis and Sheiby county have pledged themselves to 
zive half the necessary money to build the additional wing if the Baptists of 
Arkansas, Mississippi aad the rest of ‘ennessee will give the otherhalf The 
estimated cost is $125,000. To raise this will be no easy task, but with a 
liberal spirit and united effort it can he dore

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK 


The tetal number of Sunday School enrollment for the Southern Baptist 
Convention te May 1, 1916, is 1,760,802, There are in the Convention 18,075 
Sunday Schools and 24.451 churches. This leaves about six and a half thou- 
sand churches without Sanday Schools. 

In Mississippi there pre 1,532 Baptist churches and 1,012 Sunday Schools. 
which leaves 520 churches without Sunday schools. The total enroliment in 
our 1,012 Sunday schools is 76,870; this a a little less than halfas many as 
the tote! church membership, It means that less than half our church mem 
bers go to Sunday school and are engaged in systematic study of the Bible, 
No church can do its duty in developing its membership without a time and 
place for Bible study and teaching. This place we call the Sunday school. 
Let us pray that our Pastors and Deacons in these negligent churches may 
be given a christian conscience on the subject of Bible study ard teaching. 
It is a vain and empty boast for one to say that heis « Bible baptist and yet 
have no place ner thine for learning the Bible. 


The Sunday school work is easier and more delightful to carry on today 
than ever before. We have so many good helps and easy plans, Our Sunday 
School Board at Nashville has ana 


bundan:e of tree literature on all general 
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of Sunday school work and the best books for teachers and officers on 
jar lines of work. Anybody who will stady these helps an hour 
Sunday school. A pastor in our state recently resigned his 
church because the church members insisted that he lead them in Sunday 
school and the young pepole’ k: he said he did not know how and that 
the church had better — a younger man who was better posted. He ought 
to be ashamed of himself for leaving a place where people wanted to study 
the Bible ond dosome real christian work, With a little study he could jearn 
the fundamental things and lead his people The majority of our best Sun- 
day school workers are not le but just straightforward, practical 
folks, They love the Lord and are willing to study some each week and 
work out the things they learn about. Sunday school work is not a mystery 
but the most practical thing in the world,

ten points is the plan and pattera by which our best schools are now work- 
ing. Any averace school can come up to it, Whena school comes up tothe 
Standard, it is then on @ fine basis of organization and prepared to do good 
work, Pastor and Superintendent of such a school can tell exactly what 


progress the school is making by comparing its work with the ten points 
of the Standard The Stand has helped more schools to get on their feet and 
go somewhere than possibly any other thing we have ever gotten out for the 
Sunday schools of our Convention.

We have cared for in nineteen years about S00 children, many of whom 
e ot from the heme and are filling usefal positions) 1 the world

Our home is supported entirely by voluntary contributions. We have no ; 
endowment except the love and loyalty of our people 


Our children in our Orphanage are under the influence of Christian pe 
ple and and and are being trained jo mor ais and religion | and are sent (o 
school eight months out of each year 

While our children are being trained in oll manner of work they are also 
optributing largely to their own support, so that the expense of caring for . 
each child including matron s hire and schooling, is oaly about $5 or $6 per 
montn. We feel that this is a laudable and worthy work tor Christian peo 
ple and urg¢ our churches and Sunday schools of this Association to contribute 
liberally to our Orphanege. We heartily recommend the plan of once -a \ 
month giving for our Sunday schovls and a liberal thanksgiving offering for 
sll of ourchurches. Give each member of the Sunday school|and each mem- 
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ber of the church.an opportunity to give at these stated occasions, and our 
Orphanage will be comfortably provided for. ; 

We are glad to report good tealth among our children during the year. 
no deaths and not a serious case of sickness We have pot a case of pelle- 
vra in the institution aad our Management feelg that they have learned how 
to manage the incoming cases, 

; We would further recommend that in addition to cash contributions, 

our churches and Sunday schools send boxes of clothing, good second hand 
clothing accepatable, groceries of all Kinds; ‘syrup, shoes, hose (mostly large 
ones) and any other things that can be used in providing for children. We 
would also recommend that our pastors and the people of the several com- 
munities axercise great care in sending children to the home and send only 
those whe cannot be cared for in any other way, and pray for the success of 
the home and of the children. .

Article $. Other churches approving our Articles of Faith, and desiring 
to act and live in fellowship with us. may be admitted into this body by sig 
nifying their approval and desire by delegate and letter. 

Article & This Association shall have a Moderator. Treasurer and Clerk 
who shall be chosen by bellot ut each annual meeting as sorn as the letters 
from the churches are read and the delegates enrolled, A majority of the 
votes cast being necessary to an election. 

Membership in this Association shall be essential to eligi- 
bility to any office within the body. 

Article 8 This Association sha!l have no power to adopt rules or insti 
tute proceedings that shall infringe upon the indevendonce or rights of 
churches: bat it may, when requested by a church in its letter of correspon- 


dence, and not otherwise, give advice in such body, and it may separate from °
